The New York dramatic hit, “The Chalk 
Garden.” Enid Bagnold’s story of an ag- 
ing garden-puttering lady and the curious 
brood who live in her country-house in 
England, will be presented next week be- 
ginning Monday, Aug. 12, with Viveca 
Lindfors and Cathleen Nesbitt as its stars.

by enriching their respective soils. An- 
other part lies in the fathoming of the 
past of the mysterious governess who, 
from the moment she enters the house- 
hold, cooly influences all its odd residents. 


This element imparts to the play some- 
thing of the suspense of a thriller, since 
the tense Miss Madrigal, as the governess 
so improbably calls herself, gives off— 
with her sidelong glances and her steely 
concentration as if on the edge of dis- 
covery and disaster—intimations that the 
past she won’t discuss holds secrets best 
kept buried. Not until the end of the 
play is the explanation made of how she 
came to be so wise about gardens and 
people. 

Viveca Lindfors will be seen in the 
governess role, Nancy Malone will appear 
as the mixed-up teen-age girl.
